EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Civilians employed in lieu of combatants were eligible 
for grant of quasi-permanency under Civilians in Defence 
Service (Temporary Service) Rules. 1949. These rules have 
now been repealed and replaced by CCS (TS) Rules, 1965. 
Consequently, civilians employed in lieu of Combatants who 
were eligible for grant of quasi-permanency under CDS (TS) 
Rules, 1949 would not be eligible for grant of 
ciuasi-permunenoy under CCS (TS) Rules, 1965. CCS (TS) 
Rules, 1965 were made applicable to the civilians in Defence 
Services with effect from 1st November, 1967. Retrospective 
effect has become necessary to that individuals appointed in 
lieu of combatants ufter 1st November. 1967 may not be 
deprived of the benefits. It is confirmed that the interests 
of none shall be affected by reason of givirg retrospective 
effeci.

“2A. Maintenance. — (1) Additions to the Select List for 
the Assistants’ Grade in any cadre shall be made in such 
numbers as the cadre authority may determine, from time 
to time, keeping in view the existing and anticipated vacan- 
cies and In equal proportions from :■ — 

(a) officers of the Upper Division Grade in that cadre 

who have rendered not less than five yean,’ ap- 
proved service in the Grade and are within the 
range of seniority, in the order of their seniority 
in that Grade subject to the rejection of the unfit ;

FXPI ANATORY MKMORANDUM TO THE CENTRAL 
SECRETARIAT SERVICE (THIRD AMENDMENT) 
RUI.ES, 1974 

According to the proviso to rule 13(61 of the Central 
Secretariat Service Rules. 1962, the direct recruitment quota 
in the Grade of Assistants was to the extent of 50 per cent 
of the substantive vacancies upto the 30lh September, 1973. 
It has since been decided to continue direct recruitment (f? 50 
per cent of substantive vacancies in the Assistant’s Grade 
of O.S.S. indefinitely. The necessary amendment to the 
C.S.S. Rules, 1962, is, therefore, being given effect to 
from the 1st October, 1973.

G.S.R.458. In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby makes the 

following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Electrician in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Expenditure), 
namely : — 

1. Short Title and Commencement,— (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Financo (Department of 

Expenditure) Electrician Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay. — The number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 

specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of Recruitment, Age Limit, Qualification, etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 

relating to the sard post, shall be as .specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders of the Central Government issued from time 
to time. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

Shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this rule, 

5. Power to Relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for 

reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall ailoct reservations and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled Castes and 

Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
lime to time in this regard.

MINISTRY OF IRRIGATION AND POWER 

New Delhi, the 20th April, 1974 

G.S.R. 463. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Class II Gazetted Ministerial posts in the 
Ganga Flood Control Commission under the Ministry of 
Irrigation and Power, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement. — Cl) These rules may 
be called the Ganga Flood Control Commission (Class II 
Gazetted posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — -These rules shall apply for recruitment 
to the posts as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annex- 
ed hereto. 

3. Number, classification and scales of pay The num- 

ber of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attach- 
ed thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other matters. — 

The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit and 
other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age-limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

5 . Disqualifications. — No person, 

ta) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the abcWe posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such a marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riuge and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule.

2. In the Employees’ State Insurance (Central) Rules, 
1950, in Note (4) under clause (ii) of sub-rule (2) of rule 5, 
for the words, "at the rates fixed by the Central Government 
from time to time", the words, figures and brackets’ at the 
rates admissible to him under the Salaries and Allowances 
of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), and the 
rules made thereunder from, time to time” shall be substi- 
tuted.
